Per pendicular , hor izontal, and diagonal 
str ipes all have places, and while the 
per pendicular

quently seen, fr om the fact that they ar o 
mor e gener ally becoming, and much 
less difficult to ar r ange effectively, tho 
other var ieties ar e no less desir able, 
and when ar r anged under the dir ection 
of an ar tistic eye and by a skillful hand, 
ver y admir able 
effects ar o pr oduced. 
As to the kinds of stuff that ar e fash­ 
ionable str iped, one m ight almost say 
ther e is no limit, as they r ange fr om 
the cheapest pr ints to the most expen­ 
sive silk and velvet tissues. 
In some 
of the ver y elegant str iped silk*, moir e 
antique is r evived and with r em ar kably 
beautiful effect. 
Bor ne of tlieso silks 
combine only two color s, while in other s 
ther e ar o as many as four or five.

sp ends his money bke a p rodigal, is 
ready to go here, there, or any where, 
rain or shine, at the be<-k and call of his 
fair mistress; wears his best clothes, 
walks with the erectness and elasticity 
of a trained athlete, smiles on all mun- 
kind and is a being much bey ond and 
abov e the common run of the race. All 
this lie is to the woman to whom he is 
p lay ing the lov er. 
She takes him for 
what he seems to be 
not for what he 
is. 
Perhap s he may turn out to ho 
what he teems to be, p erhap s 
not — 
generally not. 
Most husbands are dis­ 
ap p ointing to their w iv es because they 
im m e d ia te ly after marriage collap se— 
collap se into mere matter-of-fact, p lain, 
ev ery -day men, who seem to think 
about as much of one thing as another.

Female beauty is a p ower that will 
ahv av s be recognized in the world, 
“Only men ;» nd queens can afford to be 
ugly ." 
Accordingly the so-called fair 
ex must, and o f right ought, to p ay 
the inte nse st attention to the p owers 
of a ttr a c tio n 
which God lias gi\eu 
1 hem. 
Now*, a “day ’sy outh” outruns beauty . 
Women who ure y et y oung hav e already 


lost their charms. 
The rev erse oJ this 
should ba the case. 
W ith an increased 
knowledge of those things which con­ 
duce to the p reserv ation of beauty , it 
may well be that the art of p reserv ing 
good looks will be better cultiv ated, and 
that the woman of the future will re­ 
tain her attractions longer than the 
woman of to-day . 
The historian Bran- 
tome sp eaks of an old lady of his ac­ 
quaintance who, at 70 y ears of age, w as 
as charming, fresh, and liv ely as any 
woman at 30. 
It was said that certain 
skilled doctors and learned ap otheca­ 
ries p rep ared for her daily a draught 
of p otable or drinkable gold. 
The 
lady w’as the famous Diana of Poictiers. 
Potable gold was not, howev er, the 
secret of the p reserv ation of her lov eli­ 
ness. 
Ev ery morning of her life she 
bathed in rain-water; “and this it was,” 
said Oudard, her surgeon, barber, and 
p erfumer; “that was the only secret 
which the illustrious dame emp loy ed 
to p reserv e health, y outh, and beauty 
to the age of 70 y ears.” 
It is indeed recognized at the p resent 
day that rain-water, which is p ure dis­ 
tilled water, is a most admirable cos­ 
metic. 
If it cannot be obtained, soft 
water is best; but nev er hard water, 
for 
that 
contains 
highly 
injuri­ 
ous mineral salts which crack the skin. 
Women loso their beauty more quickly 
in hot climates. 
The beauty of an 
Italian woman is fully dev elop ed at 15; 
at 30 she is old and ugly . 
The fruit 
rip ens quickly , and soon withers. 
Many women take cold baths daily . 
They are not only injurious to the 
health in most instances, being too 
great a drain on the v itality , but they 
are not adv isable for the skin. 
Hot 
baths are objectionable. 
Rap id transi­ 
tions from heat to cold hurt the skin; 
that is the reason that a cook nev er has 
a good comp lex ion. 
The w ater should 
be tep id, and the flesh should be rub­ 
bed gently with a flesh-brush or mitten. 
The daily bath as a cosmetic can not bo 
too highly recommended. 
The roason 
that p imp les and other cutaneous erup ­ 
tions ap p ear more frequently on the 
face an neck than elsewhere is simp ly 
because those p arts arc more freqently 
washed and cleansed, and that the 
p ores being kep t op en erup tiv e tumors 
find there a readier ex it 
It has been 
said that the age of beauty will nev er 
come until ev ery woman takos a bath 
ev ery day . 
After dry ing the body 
thoroughly , it is well to dust it with a 
bag of tine gauze containing p owdered 
orris root and storch, one p art of the 
former to three of the latter. 
Baron 
Liebig say s that the p rogress of na­ 
tions in civ ilization can bo accurately 
measured by the amount of soap they 
use. 
Nev ertheless, it is not necessary 
to use soap more than twice a week in 
bathing. 
Some soap s are v ery bad for 
the skin; there is none better than 
gly cerine; “p alm oil,” and “oat meal” 
Soap s are good. 
Other liquids hav e been used for 
bathing p urp oses besides water, l ’rince 
Jerome Bonap arte bathed 
daily in 
chump agno. 
It is said that a number 
of ladies of the monde in Paris bathe 
ev ery dav in milk, and the story is 
handed down to us that in ancient times 
the noble dames of Rome and Athens 
p racticed their ablutions in the nour­ 
ishing fluid. 
The Princess Borghese, 
afterward Queen of Nap les, was said 
to indulge regularly in a milk bath. 
So essential to her good looks did she 
deem it that she denied herself a v isit 
to the court o f St. Janies because she 
was giv en to understand that milk was 
not sufficiently p lenty in England to 
p ermit her to indulge in her lux urious 
habit. 
The effect of tep id bathing 0 1 1 the 
skin is so salutary that recently a dis­ 
tinguished dermatologist 
of Vienna, 
Professor Hebra, has adop ted the p lan 
of p lacing some of his obstinate cases 
in water up to the neck and leav ing 
them there for sev eral day s. 
They are 
tied up in rubber sacks through which 
water is constantly kep t flowing. 
One 
should av oid going into the op en air 
for half an hour or so after bathing to 
av oid sudden change of temp erature. 
A shiny , p olished comp lex ion is duo 
to an unusual secretion of fatty mat­ 
ter by tho skin. 
For this a saturated 
solution of borax used morning and 
ev ening as a wash for the face is a good 
remedy . 
Tho best remedy for the 
trouble, us well as for the cure of a 
tendency to redness of the nose and 
knuckles, is the following: 
Powdered borax , 0 1 1 0-half 
ounce; 
p ure gl y c e r i ne , one ounce; camp hor 
water, one quart. 
Mix and use twice a 
day . 
This lotion is better than any in 
the soap s, according to the op inion of a 
celebrated authority on skin diseases. 
It p rev ents chap p ed skin remov es sun­ 
burn, keep s the p ores in fine condition, 
and is cheap .- St. L o u is I ’o st-l)i#- 
ji(lt>'h .

“Is it used for the p urp ose of getting 
ov er the effects of immoderate drink­ 
ing?” 
“Not nearly so much as y ou would 
sup p ose. 
Of course some p eop le take 
it for that p urp ose. 
When a man’s 
stomach is too shaky to retain any thing 
else beef tea Nrill generally be a com­ 
fort and a consolation to him. 
That is 
why it is used so largely in the sick­ 
room. 
No, p eop le drink it for all sorts 
of reasons, during the cold weather es­ 
p ecially , and there has been an unusu­ 
ally heav y demand for it this winter. 
There are men who come in regularly 
at noontime and call for it, and with a 
cracker or two seem to make out a 
lunch. 
One man who breakfasts at 10 
and dines at 5 say s that a cup of beef 
tea is all that he needs between the two 
meals. 
A great many soak a cracker or 
two in it, and say they can keep about 
their business better with the nourish­ 
ment beef tea affords them.” 
“Is it U B e d much as a simp le bev er­ 
age?”

p osed to be a great thing in cases of 
dy sp ep sia. 
It is a great deal easier to 
step into tho bar-room and hav e it p re­ 
p ared in half a minute than to keep it 
at home.” 
“How about the p rofit on it? ” 
“There aro different p rofits on it. Of 
late y ears tho beef tea p rep aration 
seems to hav e become a p retty big 
business. 
From being sold by tw’o or 
three houses at stiff p rices, there hav e 
got to be thirty or forty brands retail­ 
ing at all p rices from 20 to 50 cents a 
p ot. 
These little earthenware p ots 
contain about two ounces y ou see. 
Some of those p rep arations are of 
American manufacture, but tho most 
ex p ensiv e is imp orted. 
We buy this 
tliero because we think it has a p ecu­ 
liar rich flav or that y on don’t get in the 
other. 
It comes from South America. 
I know it is imp orted becauso it comes 
here often with Custom-house label on 
it.” 
“How many drinks can y ou make 
from one of tho two-ounce p ots?” 
“Twelv e or fifteen. 
You see it is a 
thick p aste, which looks like soft mud. 
They claim that that is tho residue 
after boiling down of sev en and a half 
p ounds of good beof. 
Wo take half a 
teasp oon of tho mix ture, p our boiling 
water ov er it season with salt and p ep ­ 
p er and it is all made.” 
“ What does tho tea retail for p er 
glass ?” 
“ We charge 10 cents. In many p laces 
they charge 15. 
The difference is in 
the sty lo. 
Some men would rather p ay 
25 cents for an article which they can 
buy elsewhere for 1 0, for the sake of 
being seen in the 25 cent p lace. 
If the 
women were like the men in this re- 
sp oct some of our dry goods houses 
would go up , I guess. 
But women, 
generally , aro too sharp , and, in fact, it 
is my ex p erience that these same men 
who p ut on so much sty lo rather ex p ect 
their wiv es to keep tho household ex ­ 
p enses down about as economically as 
p ossible. 
But there is p rofit enough 
in selling the drinks at 1 0 cents, as y ou 
can see. 
Wo got about $1.50 out of ft 
p ot that doesn’t cost us 50 cents.” 
“Is beef tea much of a drunkard’s 
drink, any way ?” 
“No; it rather takes the p lace of 
stimulating drinks to a large ex tent, 
but there is a general idea that a man 
can’t hav e the jimjams with this bev er­ 
age in his stomach, Aihieh 1 don’t doubt 
has something to do with the salo of it. 
It’s a ridiculous idea, though, 
as the 
nutriment of the tea is 
destroy ed by 
the ulcohol and rendered worse than 
useless, P o s t o n (¡lo b e, 
A U SE COUNUtr.

F A ß DISTANT SIAM. 


LIFE IN T H E A M P H IB IO U S AND F ILT H Y 
C IT Y OF BANGKOK. 


A Q ueer F au l anti P eop le— Cholera ■& Con* 
atant V isitor—A P ew H undred Euro­ 


pean R esid en ts—Personal A udi­ 
ence w ith th e King. 


[Washington Cor. Cincinnati Times-Star,] 
Gen. J . A. Haldeman, the first United 
States minister ever sent to 81am, and the 
only one, is in the city just now. 
He is here 
on a leave of absence, for he finds it abso­ 
lutely necessary to come home, and escape 
from the climate and other uncomfortable 
features of life in 81am. 
“ I have been in 
bad health,” be said to your correspondent, 
as he sat in bis comfortable room at the 
Arlington. 
“ It is a hard sort of life to lead 
there. 
The climate is very hot, and the 
surroundings anything but healthful or 
comfortable. 
There is no drainage in the 
city of Bangkok, where I was located, and 
the city is as filthy as is the, river on which 
it is situated, and on which a part of it 
floata” 
“ Is Bangkok a floating city, thenP 
“ In part, yea 
There are a good many 
bouses built on rafts. 
The city, you see, is 
on both sides of the river, and extends out 
into it 
The heat there is so intense that 
there is necessity for fighting it in every 
way possible, and so many houses are built 
on these rafta 
The bouses are of bamboo, 
as are most of tbose of that country. 
Yes, 
the city is so much on the water, and in it 
that a very large share of the travel and 
traffic about the city is done in boats. 
There are a few carriages belonging to 
the 
king 
and 
his chief 
officers, and 
to the English and other Europeans there, 
but they are few. 
Very much of the travel 
is, as I have said, done in boats. 
It Is not 
always tho most agreeable, for the river is 
as filthy as the land. 
You meet dead horses 
and dogs, and filth of all sorts floating down 
the river, and perhaps an hour later as you 
congratulate yourself that it has gone by 
forever, you meet it floating back with the 
rising tide. 
Yes, there is almost every­ 
thing there, including cholera, which is al­ 
most always present in greater or les3 de­ 
gree. ” 
“ What sort of a people are they, gen­ 
eral r’’ 
“ Mixed, very much mixed. 
Of course the 
bulk are Siamese, but there are many thou­ 
sands of Chinese, a sprinkling of English 
and French, who have a jealous 
eye on each 
other as relates to Siam. 
The Siamese, it is 
balieved, are originally of the same stock as 
the Chinese, but so far back that the re­ 
semblance is not striking. 
They eat rice the 
same as the Chinese do, but not in the same 
way, for the Chinaman eats it with his chop­ 
sticks, while the Siamese eats it with his 
fingers, taking it up and out of the dish with 
the end9 of his fingers, and so conveying it 
to his mouth. 
This, of course, refers to the 
common people. 
The better classes, the 
king and those near him, and the wealthier 
and more intelligent, live in pretty good 
style and have many of the methods of the 
Europeans, from whom they have learned 
many of the customs of their home life, and 
from the missionaries, who have introduced 
a good many of the arts of civilization.” 
“ There are some Europeans there, then F* 
“ Oh, yes, hundreds of them, though many, 
of course, are mere adventurers, and not 
the class of people that it is pleasant to meet 
as representatives of erne’s own civilization. 
There aro no more, perhaps, than 
100 or 200 
English speaking people in Bangkok, not 
native to that country, who are especially 
agreeable associates.'’ 
“ What sort of a man is the king, person 
ally?'' 
“ A rather intelligent, bright young man 
of 32, small of stature, with black mustache, 
hair parted in the middle, black eyes, 
good address afltt. easily approached, 
had 
no 
difficulty 
id 
reaching 
him 
whenever 
I 
so 
desired. 
He 
seemed 
rather glad to receive visits of this nature 
and was by no means so exacting or cere* 
monious as be was reported to *tJBl 
For in 
stance, I was told that I must never turn 
my back upon bim while in bis presence, as 
was a very grave breach of etiquette 
Well, I was not accustomed to this sort olf 
thing. 
I am, as you see, a very large man, 
weighing some 234 pounds, and far me to go 
backing about and running the risk of 
stumbling over something is quite danger 
ous, as well as uncomfortable. 
So I said 
that it was not the custom in our coun­ 
try and was not done in audiences with our 
president, and while I was quite willing 
to give the king all 
the 
honors wo 
paid our president 
at 
home I would 
ask 
to 
follow 
the 
custom 
of 
my 
country. 
So in my audiences I talked 
until I had said all I wanted to say,, and 
without waiting for the king to terminate 
the interview in the formal way they have 
there, rose, took leave in the usual form of 
words, and bowing to 
him turned and 
walked to the door, where I turned and 
bowed again before passing out. 
This sort 
of performance astonished the Europeans 
there as well as tho natives very much, but 
it seemed to please the king. 
He was al­ 
ways very cordial to me, shaking hands 
with me after the English fashion when I 
called, talking pleasantly and quite unre­ 
servedly, and at one time, when on an ele­ 
phant hunt, 1 was not only invited to be u 
member of the royal party, but was given 
a seat beside the king.” 
“ How dot*« the king dressY* 
“ After the English fashion, with coat 
closely buttoned, a sash, some decorations 
on his breast, and carrying a sword. 
On 
the throne he weal's a different dress, an 
embroidered coat and a curious high pointed 
cup, a sort of a crow n, which gives him a 
rather curious appearance to those unac­ 
customed to the sight.’’ 
“And the p eop le, how do they dre« *” 
*‘TLe be tte r classes wear a sort of coat, a 
doth fastened about 
the waist and tucked 
dow n between the legs and fastened to the 
belt a t the back, 
and in some cases shoes 
and stockings. 
The musses, however, omit 
both the she,«8* and 
stockings, wearing 
-imply the garment of which I have 6poken. 
The w eather there, you » ee, Is very hot and 
clothing is u burden. 
Nobody wears linen 
or cotton shirts there except on extraordi­ 
n ary occasions* 
simply a thin woolen shirt 
next to the body, with linen outer cloth­ 
ing."

M O H AM M ED T H E P R O P H ET , 
Moliammed, or Mahomet, was born 
at Mecca, Arabia, in the y ear 57 0, of a 
tribe claiming to be directly descended 
from Ishmael. 
His parents both died 
when he was an infant, and ho was 
brought up by the family of liis moth­ 
er’s parents. 
He trav eled much and 
studied much in his y outh, and was 
married when about twenty -fiv e y ears 
of age to a wealthy widow. When about 
forty y ears old he began to announce 
his rev elations to his own family , hav ­ 
ing prev iously spent much time in pray ­ 
er in a solitary cav e near Mecca, fasting 
and meditating. 
For four y ears he 
limited his communications to his own 
immediate relativ es. 
In the fifth he 
inv ited all his family and connections 
to a banquet and told them that he 
meant to announce himself as prophet 
and law-giv er by command of God. His 
fame now began to spread, and he was 
called upen to prov e his claim as a 
prophet. 
This he did by producing 
the Koran, leaf by leaf, as occasion de­ 
manded, and by continuous teaching 
and preaching of his doctrines. 
In a 
few y ears he had prosely tes in all the 
Arabian tribes. 
Still the opposition to 
him and his teaching was great, and 
this finally culminated in an outbreak 
of the people. 
Mohammed now had to 
flee for his life to Medina, a distance of 
two hundred miles ov er the sands and 
rocks of the desert. 
That was in J uly , 
6 22, and the same y ear is known in his­ 
tory as the y ear of the Hegira, or flight. 
From this the Mohammedan nations 
date all their 'y ears. 
At Medina Mo­ 
hammed resumed his teachings, and his 
followers flocking to him from all di­ 
rections, lie was soon at the head of an 
army , which he led against his enemies 
who had driv en him from Mecca. 
He 
gained his first battle March 14, 6 21, 
and at the end of sev en y ears had made 
himself master by conquest of all Ara­ 
bia, and was at the head of an army of 
thirty thousand men. 
One of the most 
emphatic declarations of his teachings 
was that he had been commissioned to 
restore truth and v irtue by the sword. 
He declared a holy war against the By ­ 
zantine Empire, but this resulted in 
failure. 
Soon after this he died, in the 
y ear 6 32. 
After his death the frag­ 
ments of the Koran were gathered into 
one v olume. 
The teachings of Moham­ 
med were so acceptable to the mass of 
his race that they , without hesitation, 
proclaimed him an inspired prophet, 
and proceeded to propagate the new 
faith, after his plan, by war and blood­ 
shed.—In ter Ocean .

To Ascertain th© Height of • Tree. 
I Woods and Forest.] 
Any person, however ill-informed, might 
easily get at the exact height of a tree when 
the sun shines or during bright moonlight 
by marking two lines on the ground, three 
feet apart, and then placing m the ground 
on the lino nearest the sun a stick that shall 
htand exactly three feet out of the soil. 
When the end of the shadow of the stick ex­ 
actly touches the furthest line, then also the 
shadow of the tree will ba exactly in length 
the same measurement a« its height 
Of 
course, in such a case, the sun will be at an 
exact angle of 45 degrees. 
Measurements of this character oould be 
effected best in the summer, when the sun 
is powerful, has reached to a good height 
in the heavens, aud whsu the trees are 
clothed with living green, so as to cast a 
dense shade. 
To many to whom this idea 
may not have occurred it might be made 
annually a matter of intcfSSt thus on warm 
summer days to take the height of promi­ 
nent trees, and to to compara growth from 
year to year.
